“ATTEMPT TO STEAL THE LAND OFFICE” 


(Continued from Yesterday) 


Mr. Anderson drove to the police barracks for assist- 
ance, and two policemen arrived promptly on the scene, 
but under the circumstances were unable to do anything 
as they could not move the wagons without horses, and 
other horses were not to be had. Telegrams were sent to 
all members of the cabinet, to Davis, Davin, Macdowall, 
Senators Lougheed, Girard and Sir Donald A. Smith, stat- 
ing the facts of the case and demanding an explanation.

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Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 


I have rarely seen a patient with locomotor 
ataxia who had not been for years dosed with sup- 
pressive remedies, and it seems necessary to elimin- 
ate the medicinal poison bfore the body is complete- 
ly able to throw off the toxins responsible for the 
development of this disease. This is because the 
disease has existed for such a long time. 

Anyone who is interested in this disease should 
carefully study yesterday's article as well as today’s 
because today I am going to comfine myself to the 
treatment which I have found most valuable for 
this serious disease. I usually start the treatment 
with a prolonged fast, using nothing but orange 
juice or grapefruit juice and water for several 
weeks. I would not advise anyone to attempt this 
treatment by themselves without being under the 
supervision of someone who understands the fast- 
ing method. During this time enemas should be 
twice daily and there should be hot applica- 
applied over the entire spinal region.

over the abdomen, may be used. The fever may 
also be artificially induced by the use of some 
newer methods of electrical treatments. 

After several weeks of the citrus fruit juice fast 
or, where the patient is weak, after repeating a 
shorter fast at intervals, a milk diet should be em- 
ployed and continued for several weeks or even 
months. It is also advisable to employ massage and 
exercise of the entire body. The use of sinusoidal 


electrical treatments is helpful in many cases, ap- 


plying one pole to the affceted muscles and the 
other pole at various points over the spinal column. 
During the entire process of dieting it is advisable 
to drink large quantities of distilled water. 

After the disease has been arrested, remarkable 
results for overcoming the paralyzed condition may 
be achieved by re-educating the nervous system by 
teaching the patient physical control of his volun- 
tary movements. 

This system is known as the Frenkel Movement 
Cure and every doctor who treats locomotor ataxia 
should be familier with it.. The patient is first 
taught by persistent and repeated efforts to use 
his lower limbs by performing simple movements 
which finally become more complicated until the 
patient is able to walk without perceptible diffi- 
culty other than keeping the toes in plain view of 
his eyes. A considerable amount of apparatus may 
be used, such as hanging rings, parallel bars, etc. 
Various designs may be painted on the floor or on 
special oijlcloth or linoleum. By tracing these de- 
signs with his toes the patient learns to control his 
leg movements. The skill of the teacher is very 
important in directing these physical movements, 
almost as important in fact as the perseverence of 
the patient. Physicians who employ the Frenkel 
treatment will be found in most of the large cities. 
The expense is quite high as the improvement is 
slow and it often takes two or thre years to get 
the maximum results. Some physicians who use 
this treatment will not accept a patient for less 
a year's course of instructions. The patient 
with limited means can, however, often take a short 
course and then continue with the instructions at 
home with occasional examination and guidance 
by the physician in charge.

As soon as you get 
rid of your catarrh through living on the proper 
diet, your family will be delighted to notice that 
you are no longer snoring. 

QUESTION: M. L. writes: “I have had a skin 
eruption called psoriasis for about ten years. Some- 
times spots appear on my face but they are mostly 
on my arms and legs. A physician told me that 
there was no eure for it and no use trying different 
remedies. Do you think this is true?” 

ANSWER: I have never observed that remedies 
were of much value for psoriasis, which seems to 
be a disease of constitutional origin. However, I 
believe that every case of psoriasis can be cured 
through dieting Remedies applied to the skin 
seem to give only temporary relief although they 
may succeed in clearing the skin by driving the 
toxins responsible for the trouble internally.

I have a little cottage on a hillside overlooking Van- 
couver Harbor. I put in five months there felling trees, 
clearing land, fencing, making the place livable, learning 
how to cook meals, make pies, and mend clothes, did some 
laboratory work with equipment largely assembled from 
the 15 cent store in town, learned how to sleep again, and 
finished up all bone and muscle and twelve pounds heavier 
than when I began. I still find it hard to believe | lived so 
well on so little. I had a telescope mounted with which f 
could see the life of the harbour or take the time from the 
city clocks. My only deprivation was company, but I did 
a good deal of reading tnd some experimentation which 
I think will yet prove valuable. ‘The water I got from a

I wish I could have had that experience before. Life is a 
much happier venture in consequence. Any time the

Miss Emory Addresses 
| Tuesday Meeting of Ca. , 
| nadian Nurses’ Assn. 


| SAINT JOHN, N.B, June 21— 
Attainment of the national objec- 
| tives of the Canadian Nurses’ Asso- 
ciation is being accomplished today 
by co-operation of provincial or- 
| ganizations from coast to coast, Miss 
Florence H. M. Emory, assistant 
|director, department of public 
|health nursing, University of Tor- 
onto, said today in her presidential 
address to the biennial convention 
of the association. 

An increase in the membership 
was placed in the forefront of the 
association’s objectives by the pre- 
sident, along with the implementing 
of the survey of nursing education 
in Canada conducted by Dr. G. M, 
Weir, Vancouver, B.C. 

This survey, which will be dis- 
cussed at length at the convention 
and which, Miss Emory said, “will 
| provide content for convention pro- 
grams for years to come,” is “scien- 
tific in approach and method.” 
“Some of its findings cut deep,” 
said the president. “They strike to 
|the core of nursing difficulties. In 
its pages the student nurse is por- 
}trayed. Her intelligence, her health 
care are examined. The nursing 
|school is brought to the footlights 
jwith the conclusion that financia! 
|support from the state is necessary 
}if schools of nursing are to take 
|their place with schools giving pre- 
| paration to a sister profession.” 

“Perhaps the most intriguing and 
stimulating chapters of the report 
are those devoted to a discussion of 
the control of the graduate nurse,” 
said Miss Emory. “The socialization 
of nursing services with the forma- 
tion of district registries, of provin- 
jcial and federal nursing councils, 
appears to offer a penetrating and 
intelligent, if somewhat remote, 
solution of nursing problems.” 

The report of Dr. Weir had not 
jonly provided the profession with 
an immense body of subjective and 
objective data. It had brought to- 
gether in national and provincial 
|joint study committees those who 
have power to improve the situa- 
|tion, the president explained. 

“This report is not the final pub- 
lication on nursing affairs in Can- 
ada. The profession should expect 
a second report, indicating accom- 
|p?lishment, revealing new truth," 
said Miss Emory.

“This means,” continued the Alli- 
ance secretary, “that the teachers 
have to go to work anc write all the 
questions on the blackboard for the 
pupils to read,” 

“It’s not the extra work that has 
so aroused the teachers,” explained 
the secretary, “It's the principle of 
the thing that’s wrong It makes 
the examinations more difficult 
Some pupils find it hard to read the 
teacher's writing on the black-
